Because o f the widespread epide­ 
mic o f scarlet fever the city board of 
health has deemed it advisable to is­ 
sue a general closing order which 
will become effective Friday m o rn ­ 
ing and will be in force ml til March 
13. 
Under the order all churches,

schools, 
places o f am usem ents an d other pub­ 
lic gatherings, will not be permitted 
to hold meetings. The board o f health 
has had the m a tte r under advisement 
for (several d a ys but refrained from 
issuing the official notice until it was 
regarded a s absolutely necessary for 
the protection o f public health. 
At the pre sen t time there are a 
number o f scarlet fever ca ses which 
a re sca tte re d throughout all pa r ts 
o f the city and the situation is there­ 
fore all the more serious. 
A very 
few o f the cases are regarded as se ri­ 
ous, as the m ajority of them are 
very light. 
A strict quarantine i> 
being maintained as soon a s the a t ­ 
tending physicians report them, but 
as several o f the eases are light the 
patients have walked about the city 
even a f te r contracing 
the 
disease. 
The members o f the board fe ar that 
a large number o f persons have been 
ex posed, and unless all places were 
closed at once there would be a much 
more w idespread epidemic.

It makes it 
seem necessary th at th e entire prism 
sh all be enlarged sufficiently to pie 
vent an> occurrence of th e sort alter' 
th e completion of th e canal.

Hill will h ave to be removed, in itself 
a considerable undertaking, and 115,-

wh ich h eretofore h ave served to ex 
plain slides to th e satisfaction of th e 
engineers’ brains are pricked like a 
toy balloon. 
It alway s h as been h eld 
th at slides were caused wh en h eavy 
rainfall made th e earth soggy and th e 
« loping beds of rock beneath slippery . 
Wh en th e weigh t overcame adh esion 
and wh en th e concussion of th e dy na­ 
mite blasts gave final impetus. It was 
believed th<+ slides took place. 
Hut 
th e Gold Hill slide is with out prece­ 
dent. Th ere h ave been no h eavy rains 
in th is section for six weeks, and th ere 
h as been no blasting In th e vicinity for 
more th an a y ear. 
in some q uarters th e fear is ex ­ 
pressed th at th e canal never will be 
safe until Gold Hill is entirely remov­ 
ed.

French Scientist T h in k s He H a s D i s ­ 
covered Cause of Disease. 
Ch ickens with tlie gout form a novel 
ex h ibit of 
th e Pasteur institute in 
Paris wh en visitors are taken th rough 
th e place th ese day s. But th e ch ickens 
so afflicted are believed to mark a dis­ 
tinct forward step in th e study of th e 
germ th eory , because Professor Metoh 
nikoff, th e distinguish ed scientist, be­ 
lieves h e h as succeeded in isolating a 
microbe responsible for th is most pain­ 
ful ailment, and it is due to ex peri 
merits made by h im th at, th e th ickens 
suffer. 
Th e ch ickens were fed a diet of 
h orseflesh , and th is food caused th e in­ 
creased grow th of certain microbes in 
th e intestines and produced swelling of 
th e joints just as occurs in gout in th e 
h uman being. 
Professor Meteh nikoff 
is a ls o convinced th at th e absorption 
of poisons by th ese same microbes of 
th e intestines is th e cause of degenera­ 
tion of th e organs of th e body usually 
ascribed to old age. One of th e ch ief 
degenerative ch anges found in old age 
is in th e condition of th e arteries. Th e 
walls become h ardened and 
brittle. 
Professor Meteh nikoff was convinced 
th at th e degeneration, th e cause of 
wh ich was never before determined, 
was th e result o f th e activity of th e 
Intestinal microbes.

from

intestine 
brough t about a h ardening of th e ar- j 
torial walls th at was ex actly similar' 
to th at wh ich results in th e h uman i 
from wh at h as previously been called j 
“old age.”

About ten years ago a large 
deposit of am orphous graphite was 
discov ered in Sonora. Mexico.

the American pencil trade now deriv es 
Its supply

j Some is aiso exported to European 
i pencil m anufacturers. 
Graphite is also used extensiv ely In 
paints for ironwork- to prev ent rust— 
for coating foundry facings, in making 
electrodes, stov e polishing pastes, in 
eleetrotyping, as a lubricant and as a 
filler for dry batteries. 
An im pure 
and cheap graphite mined in Georgia 
is used as an adult -rant in fertilizers, 
to which it im parts a dark and greasy 
feel, but a still more unusual applica­ 
tion 
lias been its use to color and 
glaze both tea leav es and coffee beans, 
the pure graphite being a harmless 
material which protects these articles 
against moisture and adds to their a t ­ 
tractiv e appearance.
